Tax Distortion 


O NE FACET of Mayor Hugh Stephen’s inaugural 
address was his criticism of the provincial gov- 
/jrnment for limiting the annual increase in valuations 
•f property for taxation purposes to 5 per cent In 
Victoria's case. Mayor Stephen said, the ruling means 
&at the dty misses out on about 11,000,000 in new 
Values thus year. And the “odium" for the tax-rate 
increases that may result in Victoria and in similar 
circumstances In other municipalities will fall on the 
councils, rather than the government. 

It ought to be noted that the municipalities also 
act the blame when their assessors raise the valua¬ 
tions, even though the municipal employees are only 
meeting provincial requirements. If a property- 
dwner’s taxes rise, whether through a higher assess¬ 
ment or a higher rate of taxation, the bad news comes 
from the municipal hall, and that’s where the 
reaction is generally directed. 

But even if the local governments really can’t 
Win in this situation. Mayor Stephen has good reason 
tp call for a complete reappraisal of the 5-per-cent 
limit. 

It can be said for the limit that it affords pro¬ 
tection to some property holders who might appear 
tp deserve it. For instance there Is the fisherman who 
finds himself being taxed out of his waterfront home 
and baae because his patch of land has recently be- 
lijme so valuable on the market; likewise the retired 
couple of limited means occupying what is intended 
lb be a final abode in a district where eager new 
purchasers have sent land prices soaring. 

On the other hand, it also affords equal protec¬ 
tion, which few would concede to be equally deserved, 
tp the speculator who buys land simply for the profit 
he can make on it. 

The regulation furthermore is In sharp conflict 
with the principle of equalization of a we— ment which 
Is supposed to ensure that British Columbians in every 
part of the province, and in every comer of each com¬ 
munity. will share the cost of education equitably. 
Market prices of property are the chief determining 
factor in valuations, and when land values in some 
areas are climbing at a far steeper rate, the 5-per-cent 
rule must distort the relationship. 

The limitation, as Mayor Stephen suggests, could 
well be reviewed now that the first year’s experience 
has produced results that can be taken into account 
—such as a million dollars in new values In Victoria 
that cannot be taxed for a fair share of the cost of 
dvic services. 

Ugly Pattern 

r ~pHE PALESTINE Liberation Organization has 
1 announced a sabotage ca mp ai gn aimed at top¬ 
pling young King Huanin of Jordan. It la presumably 
part of a long-range plan to restore Arab control 
where Israeli sovereignty has never been admitted 
by the PLO and consistently and violently contested 
by them. 

But it is also another manifeststian of the con¬ 
fusion of interests among the Arab nations of the 
Middle East, where alignments and realignments shift 
like the sands of the desert 

While it is possible to appreciate the Arab's 
jealousy of the relatively new state of Israel, it is 
difficult to justify attacks inspired from the PLO’i 
headquarters in Cairo against a progremlve-mtoded 
monarch whose only offence against his Arab brothers 
seems to be that he would deny them a baae for 
terrorist operations against his Israeli neighbors. 

Even less justifiable are the facts illustrated In 
a recent White Paper issued from the office of the 
British foreign secretary, Mr. George Brown, that 
‘‘since 1963 a systematic campaign of terrorism, 
directed against British and local forces, pofice and 
civilians, has been mounted hi South Arabia by front 
organizations organized, trained, financed and wqipiied 
with arms by the United Arab Republic working from 
Yemen." 

Up to October last, 266 persons bad been killed 
and 1,3*8 * ounded in ths Federation of South Arabia 
since 1963, more than half of the casualties dvfltam. 

The main aim, says the White Paper, la obviously 
to intimidate the local inhabitants and prevent them 
from co-operating with the government at Aden and 
making any constitutional pr o g ram towards the inde¬ 
pendence promised by Britain in 1908. 

It is possible that such campaigns of terror will 
defeat their own ends, that they will arouse suspicion 
and destroy the lingering hope of true Arab unity. 
And if that Is the case It will be no more than jut 
retribution for the employment of savagery in place 
of diplomacy. 

Expo Canada 

r T'HE signs of reaction in Quebec against the ex- 
1 treme views of the separatist minority and the 
official reluctance of the pro vince to loin in the 
celebrations of Canada’s centennial year are apparent 
in comment In The Montreal Gazette. 

It refers to die Qusbee provincial authorities’ 
decision to take no part in the nation-wide ceremonies 
which opened the centennial year as "a bleak 
beginning.” \ 

The newspaper points out that Montreal was 
chosen as the site for the main celebration of the 
national event. Expo 67. 

It will be difficult for Quebec to convince the 
rest of the country that all Canadians are welcome 
there, particularly when many will interpret the 
decision to eschew participation in any national cele¬ 
bration as a deliberate affront 

It may not have been so intended, but, as the 
Gazette points out actions of this kind are "per¬ 
plexing" 

In this year, If never before, all the motley of 
peoples which comprise this nation have an oppor¬ 
tunity to draw together In appreciation of one 
another's contributions to the life of the country in 
the past And particularly in the hope of mutually 
profitable co-operation in the future. Each part has 
much to offer the other, each geographical part and 
each cultural part But without a dose acquaintance 
efforts In this direction are likely to be futile, or, at 
best, im rapeqnential. 

Expo 87 provides a wonderful meeting-ground 
for Canadians dtepoaed to friendship, eager for under¬ 
standing, anxious for achievement through eo-oper- 
ation. But if the feeling gets abroad In the land that 
we, outside Quebec, are not welcome, and in fact have 
been rebuffed, then a splendid opportunity for the 
Improvement of racial relationships will have been 
lost, and who knows what damage done.

“All tit* combined produc¬ 
tion, an all the acres, of all 
the agriculturally productive 
nations, will not meet the food 
needs of the developing 
nations” if present trends 
continue through 1985, said 
President Johnson. 

A rapidly growing global 
population is outstripping food 
production and only by dlp- 
pin« into surpluses have we 
recently been able to avert 


mass starva t ion. We now have 
reached a point where these 
reserves are practically 
depleted. 

However, even if the agri¬ 
culturally developed lands 
could continue taking up the 
slack in food production else¬ 
where, other insurmountable 
impediments would remain. 
Port and transportation facili¬ 
ties in deprived parts of 
world would not permtt suffi¬ 
cient delivery to satisfy the 
swelling hordes. Agricultural 
price structure nn the world 
market would be shattered 
with the immense donations 
necessary. 


Experts Split on Solution 


Although the experts are 
divided on the solution to this 
dilemma, they are in aeeord 
on one point, farming in the 
less developed nations must 
be swiftly accelerated and 
made more efficient. 

The great obstacle In these 
areas is not a lack of soil or 
suitable climate but a tech¬ 
nology solidly rooted in 
antiquity. Ignorance, fenr, 
superstition end tradition also 
militate against a quick solu¬ 
tion to starvation. 

It Is estimated that half of 
the world’s people could have 
their living standards raised 
by the intensive and careful 
use of new fertilizers, better 
aead, modern pesticides mod 
up-to-date farm equipment. 


scientific methods, ford pro¬ 
cessing and storage. Such a 
massive program reqtares 
about 1500,000,000 a year. 

In soma underprivileged 
regions poverty and hunger 
reign because the local people 
mired in ignorance, custom 
and fear, will not eat avail¬ 
able fish and seafood but 
Instead resort to such staples 
as rice and tapioca which are 
filling but not nutritious. 

This entire question Is also 
fraught with Ideological com¬ 
plications, In the midtrt of 
stsrving end malnutrition, a 
great economic aim in Canada 
end the United States has 
been to avoid Hie accumula¬ 
tion at unsaleable surpluses of 
farm products.

commemorate the official 
visit to Quebec in 1880 of the 
governor general. Marquess of 
Lome and Her Royal High¬ 
ness Princess Louise.

In what must have 
been a mad rush, they 
gathered together 100 trum¬ 
pets and other brass instru¬ 
ments and played O Canada 
for the first time at a banquet 
in the skating pavilion In 
Quebec on tha day before the 
religious ceremony.

Shortly after, Quebec Lieu- 
tenant Governor Theodore 
RofcMaUc eommiatoned Rr 
Adolphe Routhier, later to 
become tha province's chief 
justice, to write an official 
poem to mark the obeervance 
of the French Canadian Con¬ 
gress In Quebec City. 

The words and the music 
were put together end the 
song became an instant hit in 
French Canada. /The first 
stanza of Routhier's 32 line 
poem Is still sung in Quebec 
as the accepted version of O 
Canada.

But It took years for the 
song to be known outside 
Quebec. English Canadians 
were busy singing their own 
patriotic song: The Maple 
I*af Forever. And of course 
moat Canadians were happy 
with God Save the Queen 
anyway. 

The irony of O Canada, is 
its ultimate victory over the 
Maple Leaf aa the national 
anthem. Because the Maple 
Leaf was also rooted to the 
Plains o f Abraham. The 
British won the war but lost 
the song. The first two lines 
of the Maple Leaf: In days of 
yore from Britain's shore, 
Wolfe the dauntless hero 


It was written In 1887 by 
Alexander Muir, a teacher 
who. had been born in Scot¬ 
land, but had lived moat of his 
life in the Toronto, area. Muir 
and a friend were out waltting 
one fall day, when a colorful 
leaf drifted down from a tree 
and landed on his arm. 

He was taken by its beauty 
and at his friend's suggestion 
he wrote a poem about it, in 
one evening. He tried It out an 
his pupUs, who liked it 5o he 
decided to go commercial. 

Mr. Muir spent 130 to have 
1,000 copies printed. But the 
■nng business was just ag 
tough then -as It is today. 
Total sales wei- only $4. Bo 
the poor teaedter was out at 
pocket 138. 

★ * * 

Nevertheless the song did 
well. By the time O Canada 
was first played, Muir's song 
had gained wide acceptance in 
English Canada. During this 
period French Canadians sang 
an anthem beginning Mon 
Payh, Mes Amour, by George 
Etienne Cartier, one of the 
Fathers of Confederation. 

At least 10 versions of O 
Canada have been published 
In English. But the one that 
has gained the widest accept¬ 
ance was written in 1908 by It. 
Stanley Weir, who was horn in 
Hamilton and educated at 
McGill. 

Mr. Weir, a Judge of the 
Exchequer Court, also wrote 
several legal works and two 
volumes of poetry. His version 
was not a translation of

Four years later an order in 
council was passed stating 
that the armed fore as should 
salute during the playing "of 
the national anthem O 
Canada."

sidered es anthems. 

In 1981, the federal Liberal 
Party adopted a resolution to 
make O Canada the official 
anthem. 

There was a bitter debate in 
the Commons in 1982 when 
the Conservative government 
talked out a Social Credit 
motion to have the French 
version of O Canada accepted 
as the national anthem. 

Now Parliament is about to 
tackle the whole matter 
again. For many Canadians, it 
is long overdue. But others 
could leg itimately ask, 
"What’s the rush." 

After all, Britain still has 
not officially adopted God 
Save the Queen aa Its national 
anthem.

OTTAWA (CPj--Swnm testi¬ 
mony given last October by 
Steven Truscott “is not Worthy 
of belief," says a written argu¬ 
ment submitted by Crown law¬ 
yers to the Supreme Court of 
Canada. 


In their submissions, defence 
lawyers Q. Arthur Martin and 
E. B. jnlliffe, both of Toronto, 
argued that Tnwoott's convic¬ 
tion nf the sex-slaying nr 12- 
year-old Lynns Harper In June, 
1956, should be wiped out be¬ 
cause, among other things, of 
thg conflict in medical testi¬ 
mony as to the time of her 
death, 

Following Supreme Court of 


Canada rules, both Crown and 
defence lawyers filed in written 
form the arguments they will 
make when the high, court re¬ 
sumes consideration of the 
Truscott hearing Jan. 25. 

In October, the court took new 
evidence from more than 30 wit¬ 
nesses. Final arguments by the 
lawyers are based upon both the 
1956 trial and the new evidence. 


Crown lawyers William Bow¬ 
man of Toronto and D. H. 6cott 
of Welland, Ont, aajd Truscott 
“fallowed a pattern of saying 
what he considered best far him 
at the moment" when be gave 
testimony for the first time be¬ 
fore the Supreme Court. 


’ Tha defence said the founda¬ 
tion of the case against True- 1 
cott was based on medical evi¬ 
dence that Lynne Harper died 
at 7:45 p.m. June 9. Time of 
death was established by the 
contents of the girl's stomach. 


Despite the conflict among 
the battery of medical experts 
called in October, it was clear 
that Dr. Nobel Sharp called by 
the Crown at* Dr. Fred Jaffa 
called by the defence “are to 
agreement that you cannot 
place the time of death within 
a narrow period with any de¬ 
gree of certainty on the basis 
at stomach contents.** 

The Crown argued there was 
no new evidence given at the 


October bearings, aside fmm 
Truscott's own testimony, to af¬ 
fect the verdict of guilty. 

“With respect to Trust-oil's 
evidence, it is submitted it is 
not worthy of belief."

A list of items not considered es income is shown on the epplicetion form end in the informe• 
tion booklet . 

Pensioners may receive help in preparing applications by contacting the Old Age Security, Canada Pension Plan or 
Income Tax offices. Addresses are available in the booklet. 

Payment Dates: 

At least two months are required to deal with applications. Some pensioners will receive their supplementary payments 
combined with their Old Age Security pension cheques in March. Others will receive thejr combined payments in April. 
Pensioners entitled to a supplement as of January 1967 will have their payments back-dated to January.^
